Attorney General Beatty bis opinion 
as to bow much money a candidate can 
spend under the Purity of Elections 
act.

GeueraVs reply in which he directs at- 
tention to the fact that section 5 of the 
Act, which covers a full page in the 
Statutes, is but one sentence with no 
(all stop from the beginning to the 
very end. 
la other words when the 


author once got started he did not 
know how to stop and so put several 
separate provisions into one single 
sentence. 
From u careful reading of 


the section the Attorney General comes 
to this conclusion: 


"That the expenses of the 'conduct 


and management of an election' and 
'incidental expenses' are intended to 
be two separate and distinct allowable 
expenditures, and that for the former, 
viz., public meetings, etc., etc., as 
enumerated, a candidate may bo as- 
sessed or voluntarily ootnribute Icgti. 
mately the per oentoge of his first 
year's salary, etc., etc., and may in ad- 
dition himself expend $100 for 'iucid»n- 
tal expenses' or by committee $600 for 
the siime, all of which must be sworn 
to and receipts taken orvoucherH filed 
for all sums expended, either those 


. paid for the 'conduct and management/ 


or for 'incidental expenses.' 


"The reasen, as I take it, that u com- 


mittee can spend $500 in ore than th« 
candidate himself is that the commit- 
tee may send 
some candidates on 


electioneering trips as orators.or other- 
wise, aud in that way incur more 'in- 
cidental expenses' than the candidate 
himself could who is limited to $100." 


The Attorney General takes n com- 


mon sense view of 
the section re- 


ferred to.which ia as long as the Moral 
law, and while many differ from that 
view, the language oE the statute can- 
not be construed, differently without 
violating the rules governing the for- 
mation of sentences. 
However, the 


opinion of the 
Attorney General, 


whether sustained by the courts or 
not, will relieve candidates who are 
governed by bis construction of the 
law from any intent to violate its pro- 
visions.

Educational circles are iu a pitch o* 


txcitenient over the introduction in tho 
public schools of Chicago of a system of 
Instruction in what may be termed 
lightning arithmetic. Many of those 
interested maintain that the proposition 
"is impracticable on the theory that only 
such persons as have natural arithmot- 
Jcal genius can be able to use to advan- 
tage any sort of rapid calculation. Tho 
incident and the attending interest led 
a representative to make some inquiry 
into whether or not there is any move- 
ment to introduce the new system in 
the schools of this city. Although it is 
the subject of not a little discussion 
among the teachers of the city, no steps 
have as yet been taken. 


One of the most interested in this city 


is Mr. O. D. Hinkle, who is connected 
with the M. C. Lilley company. Mr. 


! Hinkle has been in tho mercantile busi- 
ness for a number of years, much of 
which time has been spent in this city, 
and 1ms been regarded as one of tho 
most rapid calculators in the state. His 
work has not been on the fancy order, 
but straightforward use of rapid meth- 
ods in practical business. 
Having seen 


Mr. Hinkle add, subtract, divide and 
multiply long lists of figures in billing 
out goods of all sorts us fast as his as- 
sistant could call them off to him, and 
in 500 pages of ledger accounts having 
uiado not ouo single- mistake, Tho Dis- 
patch was interested to know whether 
the system mentioned in Chicago was 
related in any way to that which he 
used. 
, 
Mr. Hinkle was found most enthusi- 


astically interested in tho method, and 
quickly remarked, upon being asked, 
that the supposed new system was iden 
tically the same that ho has been usinj 
for 25 years. Indeed, Mr. Hinkle has 
beeu for a number of years thinking se 
riously of making an effort to have 
some of the schools take it up as a par 
of their course of instruction. Speaking 
of the new method, Mr. Hinkle said: 


' 'Is the system sound? Is it practical 


Yes, most emphatically to both ques 
fcions. It is natural computation,- and i 
is just as easy to teach a child or grown 
person the relationship of numbers as i 
is to teach them tjje relationship be 
tween persons. Use 100 for the head o
